Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Whiston  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1964. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  community  has 
remained  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  adjusted  death  rate  was  11.0  per  thousand.  The  death  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  11.3. 

The  adjusted  birth  rate  of  18.9  shows  an  increase  compared  with 
the  previous  year  and  is  slightly  higher  than  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  which  is  18.4. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  21.4  per  thousand  live  births 
compared  with  22.5  during  1963.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  20.0. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  notified  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  827  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified 
and  of  these  618  were  cases  of  Measles. 

There  were  2  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  during  the 
year.  16  cases  were  notified  compared  with  7  during  the  previous 
year.  2  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  thanks  to  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  encourage¬ 
ment  during  the  year,  and  also  to  the  Officials  of  the  Council,  in 
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particular  Mr.  Corscadden,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for 
their  assistance  at  all  times.

The  routine  control  work  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  the 
number  of  rats  kept  to  a  minimum.  Sewer  treatment  in  the  district  indicated 
that  the  rat  population  is  being  kept  within  reasonable  limits. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

The  only  offensive  trade  which  exists  in  the  district  is  that  of  a  tripe 
boiler.  Routine  inspections  show  that  the  premisis  are  kept  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

HOUSING 

1598  dwellings  were  erected  during  the  year.  3  houses  were  closed  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation. 

During  the  year  1316  visits  were  made  to  935  premises  in  connection 
with  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts.  106  informal  mot  ices  were  served 
and  4  statutory  notices. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

These  are  concentrated  on  ten  sites.  The  main  site  comprises  approx¬ 
imately  180  caravans  and  enjoys  a  high  standard  of  amenities,  including  mains 
water  supply,  proper  drainage  facilities  and  communal  sanitary  blocks  which 
also  include  bathing  facilities.  Regular  inspections  are  made  during  the  year 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

During  the  year  439  visits  were  made  to  food  premises,  77  contraven¬ 
tions  were  discovered  and  71  were  remedied  during  the  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  collection  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  has  continued  to  operate 
on  a  weekly  basis.  The  rapid  housing  development,  particularly  at  Halewood, 
has  caused  some  problems,  but  the  two  modern  large  capacity  vehicles  recently 
purchased  have  dealt  adequately  with  the  extra  volume  of  refuse. 

The  central  tip  is  in  the  parish  of  Whiston  and  measures  are  proceeding 
to  reclaim  the  tipped  area  for  recreational  purposes.  A  smaller  tip  is  in  use 
at  Halewood.  Tipping  space  is  now  rather  limited  on  the  existing  tips  and  con¬ 
sideration  may  have  to  be  given  in  the  future  to  different  methods  of  disposal 
such  as  composting,  pulverisation  or  incineration. 

A  vehicle  competition  with  monetary  awards  to  the  drivers  of  the  best 
kept  vehicle  is  held  twice  yearly.  The  efforts  of  the  drivers  in  this  direction 
maintains  the  vehicle  in  good  condition.
